features of the proposed new charter 
^roiir city: 


Ihe city council, instead of consist- 


in^ of two members from each ward, 


asat present, will consist of one 
member from each ward, elected 
for a term of two • years, and three 
members at large, elected ;for the 
term of three years. The .organiza- 
tion of council and the formation of 
its committees remain as at present, 
aofl may be regulated by its rules. 


The council elects a city clerk for 


tbe term of two years. 
The legisla- 


tive function of council is in no way 
affected by the porposed new charter, 
but its powers and duties are confined 
purely to legislation. 


All ordinances and resolutions reg- 


ulating the government of the, city 
and the use of public property and 
the duties of its officer, tbe 
making 


of levies for taxation, tbe ordering of 
public improvements, etc., are ex- 
clusively, within the control cf coun- 
cil as under our present system. 


Board of Public 
Affairs — The 


charter provides for the appointment 
of the board of public affairs, to be 
appoiuted by the probate judge for a 
term of tbree years each, not more 
than two of whom shall be members 
of the same political party. In the 
first instance the members of this 
board shall be appointed for one, two 
anfl three years 'respectively, thus 
creating a vacancy etfch succeeding 
year. 
No person, holding ansther 


office, or related to the power ap- 
pointing, is eligible to membership 
in this board, and any member may 
be removed by council, for mis- 
feasance, incompetency, inefficiency 
or neglect of duty. 


Its Dudes.—The board of public 


affairs shall hold at least four regular 
meetings each week and shall keep a 
complete record of all Its proceed- 
ings, the city clerk being tbe clerk of 
tbe board. The beard of public affairs 
will have exclusive care 
manage- 


ment and control of all public prop- 
erty. It 
will have charge. . of all 


streets, alleys, markets, sewers,' side- 
walks, lights, garbage, [etc. The 
board exercises the power and has 
the same duties that are now exer- 
cised by the street commissioner, 
board of health, the sanitary police 
the water works trustees, the ceme- 
tery trustees, the park commission- 
ers, hospital trustees, board of exam- 
iners of insecure and unsafe build- 
ings, all of which officials and boards, 
with their respective clerkships, are 
aboJished by the charter. 
• 


The city civil engineer is employed 


by the board to serve during its 
pleasure at a salary within the limit 
fixed by council. The chief of police 
is appointed by the board to serve for 
the term of three years at a salary 
within the limit fixed by council, the 
office of city marshal being abolished. 
The board of public affairs appoints a 
police force. Tbe officers to serve 
during the pleasure of the board, and 
DO officer shall be discharged, except 
for cause and after having been al- 
lowed an opportunity to be heard in 
his own defense and upon charges 
preferred. The duties of the mem- 
bers of the police force are 
particu- 


larized in tbe charter. 
The manage- 


ment and control of the fire depart- 
oent is vested in the board. 
The 


chief of the [fire department is ap- 
pointed by the board to serve during 
>ts pleasure. 
All members of the fire 


department shall serve during the 
Pleasure of the board, but no ap- 
pointment shall be made to, and no 
vacancy created in this department 
^lely for political reasons. The city 
solicitor is appointed by the board 
to serve for the term of three years, 
U a salary of $1,000.' 
^ short, all the officials and em- 


Ployea of the executive branch of the 
Clt7 government, with the exception 
M the mayor, police judge and city 


are appointed by the board. 


chiefs being subject to confirma- 
by council and the saliry paid 


«> be fixed within limits prescribed 
&nhe council by ordinance. 


No member of the board or employe 
the city shall be interested directly 


or indirectly in any contract, im- 
provement or work done under the 
supervision and direction cf th hoard. 
The charter specifically provides the 
manner in which work the estimated 
cost of which exceeds Hve hundred 
dollars (1500.00) shall be let if the 
same is to be done by contract. The 
board shall furnish council on the 
first Monday of April of each year a 
statement containing an estimate of 
the money needed for the succeeding 
year and the purpose . for which re- 
quired. 


Election of Mayor—The charter 


provides for the election of the mayor 
who is chief executive of the city and 
whose duties are prescribed by the 
general statutes of the state.. 


Election of the Judge—The charter 


further provides for the eleciton of a 
police judge, who shall serve for the 
term of three years and who shall be 
ex-officio clerk of his own court. This 
constitutes a police court, which has 
exclusive jurisdicton cf a all misde- 
meanors 
committed 
within 
the 


municiality and certain adjacent ter- 
ritory. The police judge receives a 
salary and is required to pay all costs 
collected in his court into the city 
treasury. The salary of the 'police 
judge is to be fixed by ordinance of 
council, but shall not be less than six 
hundred dollars ($600.00) nor more 
than . one .thousand 
dollars ($1,- 


000.000). The'offices of mayor and 
police judge may be 'comibned by 
city council. 


The Tax Commission—The charter 


provides for the appointment of the 
tax commission and insures the con- 
stitutionality of the organization of 
that body under the rulings of the 
surpeme court to the present time. 
The tax commission appoints ^the six 
members of the annual board of 
equalization. The tax commission ap- 
points the six members of the decen- 
nial bo'ard of equalization, but not 
more than three of either board shall 
be members of the same political 
party. The powers and duties of 
these cwo boards remain the same as 
they are at present. And the tax 
commission shall also appoint tbe 
assessors of the various wards. The 
charter provides that the- board cf 
education shall consist of one mem- 
ber from each ward and three mem- 
bers at large, elected in the same 
manner and for the same term as 
members of council 
It makes it .the 


duty of the members Enlarge to elect 
the superintendent of schools and the 
superintendent with the consent of 
the members at large appoint all the 
teachers in the schools; but no person 
shall be appointed who is a relative 
of any of the three members at large. 


The charter contains many other 


provisions in regard to the rate of 
taxation, and prescribes the duites of 
the board of affairs, that are merely 
taken .from the statutes, which were 
necessarily amended to includes cities 
of third grade, 0, second class. 


The citizens who favor the tax 


option ' cf the new charter respect- 
fully invite your attention to the 
above, and as respectfully suggest 
the following as being among the 
reasons which inspire their belief: 


The new system locates responsi- 


bility. There can be no evasion or 
shrinking. 


The board of public affairs is held 


in check absolutely in everything it 
does, by the city council. 


The council has the power to pre- 


scribe the limits of salary for all 
members and officers of the political 
departments. 


The members of the board of pub- 


lic affairs, as well as all other officers, 
are required, under the law, to qual- 
ify and give bond, the same to be 
fixed and approved by the city coun- 
cil. And the board of public affairs 
are required to give their personal 
attention to the affairs of the city. 


This system has been tested in 


scores of cities, and nc city that 
tried it ever went back to the old 
style.

Tk.« (7alv«ul Xtotlre to Obviate a SoeoUl 


•. ftoulon of Cotj«r««» May Be of Bnfflclent 


Force to Urge Mtmlieri to Enact th« 
S*T«nl Appropriation BUI* Which Are 
Deauied Absolutely Keceiiary. 
•Washington, Feb. 27. — The appro- 


priation. bills and conference reports 
•will occupy the time of the house until 
final adjournment Saturday noon. 


The prospects are that every minute 


of the time -will be required to get 
them through before noon on March' 4/ 
An order has been made to meet- at 
11 o'clock each day, but in addition to 
this night sessions will be held, and it 
would surprise no one if one or more 
all-night sessions should be necessary. 
Everything else except the appropria- 
tion bills and the srniy reorganization 
bill will go by the boards in the final 
crush. 


A few -minor bills may go through 


by unanimous consent, but there is no 
longer any time for the consideration 
of important general measures. 
The 


bill for the government of Hawaii has 
be^n abandoned, and 
although 
the 


friends of the public building bills fa- 
vorably Scted upon in committee of 
the whole 10 days ago still cherish a 
lingering hope that time will be given 
for their consideration in the house, 
the chance is so insignificant that it ia 
barely worth mentioning. 


Hundreds of bills will die on the 


calendar. 
Although, the fear 
of 
an 


extra session practically disappeared 
with the agreement in the senate upon 
the army reorganization bill, it will 
require the most arduous labor to get 
through the appropriation bills and 
conference reports before the curtain 
falls next Saturday. 


The actual physical work of 'engross- 


ing eight or 10 big appropriation, bills 
during the last 40 hours will necessi- 
tate a large temporary addition to the- 
engroBsing 
fcrce. 
The engrossment 


of bills is done at the government 
printing office when no special exi- 
gency exists, but by a special resolu- 
tion passed Friday permission to en- 
gross by hand during the remainder 
of the session was given. 


The state of the appropriation bills 


Is such that the situation might well 
cause alarm were It not for the almost 
aniversal desire on both sides of the 
bouse to obviate -the necessity of an 
extra session of congress. Only three 
of the 14 supply bills hare gone to the 
president — the pension, military acad- 
emy and consular and diplomatic. Six 
have passed both houses. 


Five of these, the legislative, ex«c- 


ntlve and Judicial, the postoffice, the 
agricultural, District of Columbia and 
Indian, are In conference, where the 
representatives of the two houses are 
seeking to adjust the differences. The 
other, the river and harbor, has been 
referred to the river and harbor com- 
mittee of the house. The sundry civil 
has passed the house and is under 
consideration in the senate. The naval 
bill has passed the house, but has not 
yet been reported to ^he senate. 


The army bill Is being considered in 


the house, and two of the bills, the 
fortifications, and general deficiency, 
are yet to be acted upon by the house. 


Motft of the bills in conference have 


problems which will be more or less 
difficult to solve, but none of these 
differences, vexatious and serious as 
they may be, promise a deadlock which 
might result in their failure, with the 
single exception of the river and har- 
bor bill, and its loss would not neces- 
sitate an extra session. The fight over 
the Nicaragua canal amendment which 
the' senate placed -upon this bill as a 
rider will be bitter and to the death.
